The smoke tree has been given 
much publicity through the vigorous 
protest of the cutting of smoke trees 
in the main water channel through 
Smoke Tree Forest in Araby. Main 
water channels must be kept free of 
trees and brush. It is one of the re­ 
grettable prices we are forced to pay 
to “Progress" and in this instance 
residents of Smoke Tree Forest pay 
the greater portion of that price for 
they live among the smoke trees, 
know them personally, and dislike 
seeing a single one harmed. Much 
quiet discussion was held to perfect 
ways and means of saving the trees 
in the main water channel but cer­ 
tain “obstacles" would not permit of 
changing the course of the present 
flow of water into its former and 
logical channel. 
H. W . O tis of Araby planted 
the Smoke Tree Forest. That is 
probably news to many persons 
who have been uninformed as 
to the many generous and patri­ 
otic civic deeds quietly carried 
out by Mr. Otis; much of this 
in the face of personal criticism 
and other problems. It was 
with the deepest regret that Mr. 
Otis witnessed the removal of 
some of Smoke Tree Forest. Be­ 
fore Mr. O tis moved to Araby 
there was a straggling scattering 
of smoke trees in Palm Canyon 
Wash. Mr. and Mrs. Otis gath­ 
ered smoke tree seeds, preserved 
them until the following spring, 
then planted them in Palm Can­ 
yon W ash and from this plant­ 
ing came the beautiful smoke 
tree forest in Araby. If it had 
not been for the interference of 
persons not owning property in 
Smoke Tree Forest the water 
channel could have been chang­ 
ed to its former location and 
very few of the smoke trees dis­ 
turbed. 
As a property owner and resident 
of Smoke Tree Forest in Araby and 
as a naturalist the cutting of the 
smoke trees is a serious question and 
this amazing storm of protest is at 
once gratifying and puzzling for I 
have been laboring to bring the des­ 
ert to the attention of the citizens ot 
Palm Springs and had just about 
come to the conclusion that it was 
all a futile and expensive task for 
it has absorbed much of my personal 
funds and there has not been forth­ 
coming a single cent of free contri­ 
bution by any citizen, business man 
or organization in Palm Springs. 1 
feel now with all this protest that I 
have made progress and it is per­ 
fectly legitimate to ask for free con­ 
tributions from residents ot 
Palm 
Springs or at least ask them to match 
in like amount my personal contri­ 
butions. I might add that last sea­ 
son two Eastern visitors came to me 
voluntarily with a small sum ot 
money and instructions to spend it 
in connection with naturalist work 
on the desert. 
However, I do not want any 
of my friends or acquaintances 
to start dodging me for I do not 
intend to ask for any contribu­ 
tions. 
Plans are being made 
with a few' residents to place 
one thousand copies of my 
booklet, “Palm Springs Desert 
Area” in the libraries of com­ 
munities in the Northern states 
for at present there is no litera­ 
ture of Palm Springs in these 
libraries. And I am furnishing 
the books at cost. In fact the 
booklet was placed on the mar­ 
ket at cost and with m y person­ 
al financing. O f the many, many 
localities I have visited, Palm 
Springs Desert Area is the most 
delightful winter place I know, 
hence much of my interest be­ 
yond that of science. 
But to return to the smoke trccs* 
it is an inevitable and necessary evil 
that the main water channel be kept 
free of smoke trees. It is not fair 
that non-residents of Araby 
° f 
Smoke Tree Ranch attempt to block 
the clearing of the channel for storm 
waters must be taken care of. I_Just 
wonder what the fate of Smoke Tree 
Forest would be if it stood in the 
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Federal Government Takes 
Charge of Palm Springs 
Indian Reservation 
Climaxing the feud between factions*^--------------------------------------------- 
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of the Agua Caliente tribe of Indians 
at Palm Springs, the federal govern­ 
ment has taken charge of the Indian 
affairs, financial and otherwise, with 
H. H. Quackenbush, law enforcement 
officer for Indian affairs of the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, for fifty reserva­ 
tions in California. Arizona and Ne­ 
vada. personally in charge of all ad­ 
m inistrative duties of the tribe, and 
he will be at Palm Springs indefinitely 
to carry them on. 
Assisting Mr. Quackenbush on Sat­ 
urday and Sunday was Captain J. Al­ 
lison Moore, special law enforcement 
officer of the Indian reservations un­ 
der Superintendent John Dady of 
Riverside; also three Indian officers 
from near-by reservations. 
The first action taken by the fed­ 
eral officer was to reduce the Palm 
Canyon fee to the original price of 25 
cents per car. Federal road crews are 
at work improving the road to Palm 
Canyon and Andreas canyon, and pic­ 
nic places will be provided in the lat­ 
ter for the general public. 
The bath house is now also operated 
by the government. It has been thor­ 
oughly cleaned and will be kept clean 
under strict government regulations. 
Extensive improvements of the bath 
house are contemplated. Mr. Quack­ 
enbush stated yesterday that the hot 
sulphur springs can be developed into 
a great asset for the Indians, and 
therefore improvements will be made 
in order to increase revenues. 
Leases made to white people on the 
reservation are not legal, he stated, 
and 110 m ore leases will be made. 
However, the government will not 
drive the white tenants off the reser­ 
vation, but will adjust m atters satis­ 
factorily to whites and Indians alike. 
Recently the Indian committee serv­ 
ed notice on the white population of 
Palm Springs that a charge will be 
made for horseback riding across res­ 
ervation lands. Tills order has been 
rescinded by the federal officers, the 
Indian committee has been dissolved, 
and horseback riders can now cross 
unoccupied reservation lands at will. 
Revenues from all sources will be 
divided monthly among the 50 Indians 
of the tribe, who own 39V6 sections 
(25,280 acres) of land. The first dis­ 
tribution will probably be made about 
February 10th. 
Heretofore, it is said, tribal funds 
were administered by the Indan com­ 
mittee, representing 16 adult Indians, 
whereas the others were not included. 
This will all be changed, and all In­ 
dians will share equally. 
Pending outcome of a suit in the 
federal court, brought by one faction 
of the tribe who want the Indian lands 
allotted to tribesmen individually, 
nothing will he done to disturb pres­ 
ent tentative allotments. Thos. L. 
Sloan, prom inent Indian attorney, rep­ 
resents the Indians seeking allotments. 
Thus, Marcus Pete, Orion Hatchitt and 
others, who now 
operate valuable 
properties on which they have busi­ 
ness establishm ents and auto camps, 
leased to white tenants and yielding 
huge revenues, will he permitted, 
tem porarily at least, to continue to op­ 
erate, under government regulation. 
This means that the camps and cabins 
m ust be cleaned up to meet all county, 
state, and federal requirements. 
W ith the exception of J. 11. Cregar’s 
lease for the trading post at Palm 
Canyon, none of the leases on the res­ 
ervation are legal or valid, whet.ier 
for so-called allotted land or other-

Local High School Plans 
Reviewed by Chamber 
of Commerce Members 
Members of the Palm Springs 
Chamber of Commerce who attended 
the meeting of the high school board 
in Banning W ednesday evening were 
satisfied with plans of the new Palm 
Springs high school. 
Architects from the office of G. 
Stanley Wilson, who is the architect 
for the school. Principal Leroy Beam, 
and members of the high school board 
exhibited sketches and floor plans of 
the new buildings to be constructed 
here on a 15-acre site east of the 
Field Club. 
They stated that the full $100.000. 
as had originally been allocated to the 
Palm Springs school, would be spent 
here and that nothing had been omit­ 
ted from the plans excepting a work 
shop. The shop was eliminated be­ 
cause it was the only thing the board 
felt could be left out when it was 
learned that original plans would cost 
more than had been appropriated, said 
Mr. Beam. There had never been any 
intention to substitute some other 
type of roof for the tile roof, or to 
get along without an athletic field, 
said Chairman Vincent Stone and 
Principal Beam. Mr. Beam stated that 
WPA authorities had promised to 
build the athletic field, including the 
track and four cement tennis courts, 
and were even considering a swim­ 
ming pool. The entire WPA project 
will also Include landscaping the 
grounds, planting trees and shrubs, 
oiling the streets, constructing cement 
walks. 
All of this will cost about 
40.000 it was estim ated and is in ad­ 
dition to the $100.000 appropriated for 
the buildings. 
A W.P.A. loan was 


secured for the buildings. 
He said 
he had been informed by W.P.A. of­ 
ficials that there are 16S unemployed 
people in the Palm Springs area, who 
are being supported by W.P.A. and 
that it will not be necessary to import 
W.P.A. workmen from other localities 
to do the work. It will cost the dis­ 
trict nothing for this work, Mr. Beam 
was informed by governm ent officials, 
because under the $40.000 project, 8% 
or $32000 can be used for the pur­ 
chase of m aterials, which is sufficient 
to buy the cem ent, oil. fertilizers, 
trees and shrubbery needed. 
Wherr asked regarding a report that 
the tile roof was to he substituted on 
the Palm Springs school in order to 
cut the cost, the architects and Mr. 
Beam stated no such procedure had 
ever been contemplated, because It is 
essential to have a tile roof during 
the warm early fall and late spring 
months. The program calls for white 
tile, which reflects the heat better 
than red tile, because it is glazed. To 
make sure that the buildings will be 
as heat resisting as these can he con­ 
structed. the ceilings will be of con­ 
crete. thus affording double protection 
from heat. 
The impression that drastic cuta 
were to be made in the Palm Springs 
building m ust have been a m isunder­ 
standing of the facts, because the cuts 
are to be mude in the new Banning 
school building, and not in Palm 
Springs, the officials stated. There 
a concrete roof will be substituted for 
the tile roof originally planned, be­ 
cause it was considered that a heat-

P resen t turm oil in C hina holds a 
new th re a t for world peace, in the 
opinion of m any C alifornia editors. 
The m ass of Intrigue prevalent in 
Far E astern circles, it w as believed,1 
may be brought to a clim ax by the 
kidnaping of Chiang Kai-Shek. 
"This kidnaping of Chiang Kai-Shek, 
virtual ru ler of the w hole vast and 
spraw ling China, by one of his lieu-, 
tenants,” said the Coalinga Record, 
“was an o th er of those O riental e v e n ts, 
which the w hite m an finds so diffi­ 
cult to understand. 
But the surge of 
popular feeling against the schem ing 
Chiang lisueh-L iang proved th at Kai- 
Shek has done a better job of unify­ 
ing China than anyone bad guessed. 
If the whole thing was a Japanese plot 
to th w art C hina’s strong m an, 
then 
Japan has learned an unexpected les­ 
son about th e power of this dragon ^ 
she's prodding.” 


"Chiang.” according to the H anford 
Sentinel, “is China’s strong man. 
T o 1 
him m ust go the credit for bringing 
China to a position of national unity, i 
restoring order out of chaos and ce­ 
m enting th e peaceful relations of the _ 
ancient em pire with th e m ajor pow­ 
ers. 
No o th er 
leader 
could 
have 
achieved th a t rem arkable victory for 
his people and perhaps th ere is n o : 
leader who could succeed him 
and 
carry on his work with equal success.” 
How ever, “his vacillating 
attitude 
tow ard Japan," the P asadena 
S tar 
News rem ark s, “has been a subject of 
violent criticism , especially in the C an­ 
ton region, w here a rebellion th re a t­ 
ened som e m onths ago. 
T his ag ita­ 
tion was quieted by the prom ise 
of 
Chiang th at he would pursue a firm er 
policy tow ard Japanese 
aggression; 
and until th is newest coup there seem ­ 
ed to be a tendency to unite all fac­ 
tions in a determ ined plan of resis­ 
tance to fu rth er attacks on national 
integrity.” 
"It follows," notes the S anta Monica 
Evening Outlook, "that both the Jap ­ 
anese and the R ussians had reason to 
wish him out of the way. 
The man 
who kidnaped and probably assassin­ 
ated him. M arshal Chang Hsueh-Liang. 
is an unscrupulous adventurer, the son 
of the form er bandit ru ler of 
Man­ 
churia, and believed to he in the pay 
of Russian Com m unists. 
It is, how­ 
ever, equally possible th a t lie 
may 
have acted under orders from Japan. 
The com plexities of intrigue and coun­ 
ter-intrigue in China and M anchuria 
are such th a t this question can have 
no answ er for the present.” 
"It would happen, too,” com m ents 
the S anta R osa Republican, “ju st when 
China a t last has quit going in all di 
rections «and 
pulHng\.together, 
regaining h er self-respect and stand- J 
ing firm ag ain st Japan. 
K idnaping j 
com m anders-in-chief isn't ethical. Still,,* 
there m ight be a com prom ise 
here. 


XVutxt youu.' M?•••**«l Chang craves is 
action. 
He is r'arin ’ to o ii;^ zr* 
Japs, and arouses m uch popular .sym­ 
pathy. 
Two such patriots, one a pa­ 
tient organizer and the other an Orion 
tal H otspur, would m ake a great team 
if they could work together.” 
Speculating on conflicting 
reports 
regarding the fate of 
Generalissim o 
Chiang, the San Jose News concluded: 
“If Kai-Shek has been m urdered it 
will he a real blow to China’s hopes 
of becom ing unified into a 
m odern 
state. 
It will 
not. 
however, 
halt 
C hina's progress, for the pressure 
of 
m odern life and of Japan's alm s will 
one day forge China into a m odern, 
pow erful nation. 
And when that day 
comes, nations who have tread on the 
dragon’s toes had b etter look out."

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Hidden Palms 
Canyon h 
Explored 


(By Randall H enderson in Calexico 
Chronicle) 


Recently I accom panied members 
of the Sierra club on a week end trip 
to a desert canyon which had more 
th an usual fascination for the reason 
th a t it is seldom visited by sight-see­ 
ing m otorists. 
W e left Highway 99 at Edom in the 
upper end of Coachella valley and fol­ 
lowed the Thousand Palms canyon road 
back into the Indio Mud hills. Those 
hills do not offer much attraction from 
the highway, but they are a never- 
ending source of interest and wonder 
to the hiker who penetrates the m any' 
canyons which thread through them. 
On this trip we left the Thousand 
Palm s road before reaching the hills 
and turned tow ard the east over a 
little traveled but passable trail u sed , 
m ainly by the two or three hom estead­ 
ers who have claim s in 
th at 
area. 
Eventually the road turns back into 
one of the arroyos and the m otorist 
sees a fringe of native palms in the 
background. 
. 
In a little cove to the left of the 
road a thick cluster of tonias, hidden 
back in a cove, suddenly comes into ( 
view. 
This is Hidden Palm s and has 
no special attraction except the su r-1 
prise of seeing the trees unexpected- 
tor. 
The road follows the arroyo 
and 
finally ends on the top of a bluff over­ 
looking a m iniature 
Grand 
Canyon 
eroded in hills of clay. A tiny stream 
flows along the bottom of the wide 
sandy wash. 
T he law of gravity m akes it an easy 
m atter to hike down to the bottom of 
th e picturesque canyon — the climb 
back is not so simple, but involves no 
special hazard. The canyon tw ists and 
tu rn s back into the hills with healthy' 
palm trees growing in little clumps 
along the way. 
About three-quarters of a mile from 
th e end of the road is the source of 
th e stream , a spring of good w ater 
surrounded by a jungle of palms which 
m ake an ideal picnic ground. 
The 
gorge extends on through the hills, but 
th e vegetation ends at the spring. The 
re st of the way it is a bare, 
sandy 
wash. 
T he little oasis at the spring is well 
w orth the hike, and nearby are the 
ruins of an old stam p mill, evidently 
erected here because of the w ater sup­ 
ply. 
The ore supply evidently played 
out soon after the mill was started, 
and it has been rusting aw ay in recent 
years. 
If you have extra tim e, you can re­ 
tu rn to the Thousand Palm s road and 
continue on over the divide to the can­ 
yon from which the road derives its 
nam e. 
From th is point is is possible 
to continue north to the M etropolitan 
aqueduct road and thence east and 
back into Highway 99 near Coachella, 
m aking a com plete loop trip. 
A large 
p art of the area you will have cover­ 
ed on this trip lies within the boun­ 
daries of the new Joshua T ree 
Na­ 
tional M onument. 
The side trip 
to 
Pushw alla is rocky, but not difficult 
to travel at this season of the year 
■when th e sand is damp and well pack­ 
ed.

T he nation has come to the end of 
an eventful year. 
F o r the first tim e 
since the w orst days of depression, in­ 
dustry has felt the stim uli of b etter 
tim es, of broadening m arkets, of 
in­ 
creased earnings. 
P rospects for the 
future are im m easurably brightened. 
Yet we m ust not be blind to the 
vital problem s th at all of us as indivi­ 
duals and as m em bers of the econom ic 
and social order, still faee. 
The depression, for exam ple, caused 
a g reat increase in the burden of taxa­ 
tion and, m ore serious still, an un­ 
precedented rise in the public debt. 
The tim e for debating the wisdom of 
em ergency spending has passed, and 
the tim e for balancing our books has 
come. 
No less a figure than the P resi­ 
dent h as said th a t it should soon be 
possible to m eet out-go w ith income, 
so far as the Federal governm ent is 
concerned, and in achieving th at he 
will have the w holehearted assistance 
of all responsible elem ents in our na­ 
tional life. 
Furtherm ore, once 
the 
budget is balanced, we m ust apply our­ 
selves rigorously to reducing the debt 
and th u s eventually decrease the tax 
load. 
Such a program would give the 
strongest possible spur to the recovery 
m ovem ent. 
T he 
problem 
of 
unem ploym ent 
looms alm ost as large today as it did 
at th e abysm al low point. 
Industry 
has pledged itself to do all within its 
power to curb this intolerable condi­ 
tion. and in doing th a t it m ust have 
the help of governm ent, to the extent 
th at no legislation be passed which 
will frighten and discourage the 
in­

em ploym ent.

C ertain specific industries, in spite 
of the progress they have made, are 
confronted with the gravest difficult­ 
ies. 
T he utility industry is a case in 
point. 
It has enjoyed a vast increase 
in pow er consum ption—yet This 
has 
been largely offset by artificial depres­ 
sants, of which the principal one is 
the 
co n stan t 
th re a t 
of 
subsidized 
com petition both from Federal hydro­ 
electric plants, and Federally-backed 
m unicipal plants. 
It is encouraging to 
report, how ever, th at negotiations are 
now u nder way to elim inate glaring, 
inequalities. 
Our largest single industry, the ra il­ 
roads. has felt tlie stim uli of recovery 
in m aterial increases in freight and 
passenger traffic. 
But this industry. 


like the utilities, is ham strung unless 
a salutary change in public policy is 
m ade. 
The railroads pay th eir own 
way, and are rigidly regulated in ev­ 
ery phase of operation. 
O ther car­ 
riers, to the contrary, are unregulat­ 
ed or half-regulated, and som e are 
directly subsidized from the 
public 
treasury. 
Furtherm ore, there is 
the 
th reat of new law s—unsound in prin­ 
ciple and unjustified in practice—that 
would in one way or another increase 
railroad operating costs at a 
tim e 
when the lines are supplanting de­ 
ficits with m odest profits, w ithout pro­ 
viding m eans for the railro ad s to bet­ 
ter th eir revenue in order to m eet the 
bill. 
In the field of m erchandising — a 
field which is intim ately connected 
w ith the w elfare of every individual 
—there is the threat of law s th at 
would penalize the efficient in the in­ 
te re st of the inefficient, at the 
ex 
pense of the consum ing public. 
So it goes, down the ro ster of in­ 
dustries. 
O ther businesses — insur­ 
ance, mining, oil. m anufacturing, etc. 
—are sharing in the recovery move­ 
m ent, but alm ost all of them are faced 
w ith 
serious 
man-made 
problem s. 
These problem s are also the people’s 
problem s—on them depends em ploy­ 
m ent, 
investm ent, 
progress 
of 
all 
kinds, and security for the individual. 
It is to the solution of these problem s 
th at we must all devote our attention.

Drive Against 
Gambling In 
County 


That a concerted drive against 
gambling and gambling devices in 
!both the m unicipalities and the unin­ 
corporated areas of Riverside county 
is to be waged, is the reported out­ 
com e of a meeting of all chiefs of 
police, with Sheriff Carl Rayburn and 
D istrict A ttorney Earl Redwine in the 
office of the district attorney at the 
county court house last Friday. 
“Each of the police chiefs from the 
cities of this county and from the 
Palm Springs Police Protection dis­ 
trict agreed at the m eeting, which I 
called, to wipe out gambling devices of 
an illegal nature in their respective 
jurisdiction." said D istrict Attorney 
Redwine at Riverside. 
“At this session Sheriff Rayburn as­ 
sured the city officers that he would 
expect them to handle the situations 
in their own communities, but that if 
they did not do so he would be com­ 
pelled to take action through his own 
office," Mr. Rejjwine.said. 
Complaints were given :at a recent 
m eeting to the board of supervisors 
that in Beaumont and Banning it was 
hard for the banks to supply sufficient 
nickels for the public to play the ma 
chines dem anding such coins. As a 
result, orders were issued by *bf 
chiefs of police and councilmen oi the 
tw o San Gorgonio Pass cities, abolish 
ing the gam bling equipment. 
The district attorney, in a meeting 
Monday of the county solons, outlined 
for them a statem ent recently made 
by Attorney General U. S. W ebb at 
meeting called by the latter in San 
Francisco and attended by the River­ 
side district attorney and sheriff with 
representatives from all the other 
counties of California. In this, the 
attorney general stated specifically

Smoke Trees 
Removed From 
Channel 
Investigation of a report current last 
week that 20 acres of smoke trees had 
been removed from the Indian reser­ 
vation south of Araby, disclosed that 
about five acres of the desert growth 
had been taken from the river wash 
in order to clear the channel, and that 
the brush was used for the fill be­ 
tween the dike and steel fence com­ 
prising the Smoke Tree-Araby flood 
control project. 
Charles F. Doyle, manager of Smoke 
Tree Ranch, and who has charge of 
the flood control project, stated this 
week that the smoke trees were taken 
from the river channel, not only to 
obtain the brush, but to protect other 
properties south and east of Smoke 
Tree Ranch. 


“ I would be the last person on earth 
to have a part in ‘devastating’ the des­ 
ert," said Mr. Doyle, "and for that 
reason 1 believe everything possible 
should be done to keep flood waters 
in the natural channel, by removing 
all obstructions, such as smoke trees, 
willows, and brush from that channel.
